Sir: 

In response to the communication issued July 7, 2009, Applicants submit that claims 1, 3, 
4, and 6-9 correspond to the species elected in the response filed April 10, 2009 to the election 
requirement issued March 10, 2009. In that response, Applicants elected the species shown in 
Fig. 1, with the fan placed below the heat exchanger and with the fan in an axial position. 



Applicants traversed the election requirement on the basis that unity of invention exists 
among the claims. This is borne out by the previously submitted International Preliminary 
Report on Patentability which does not include any indication of lack of unity of invention at 
page 1, section 4, where lack of unity would be indicated. Additionally, page 3 of the 
International Preliminary Report on Patentability indicates that the documents cited by the 
Examiner represent the general state of the art and that the invention recited in the claims is 
novel and non-obvious in view of the documents. The modular nature of the system provides 
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great flexibility in installation of the components of the system that is not disclosed or suggested 
by the cited documents. 



In conclusion, Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of the election requirement and 
examination of all pending claims.
